husband is now out of town, the notorious 


"Lizzie Hotson, the equally notorious Annie 


Newland, an unknown cab driver, and 
Several physicians of excellent reputation. 
The principal is Mrs. Robert N. Reamy, 
Whose husband is thetraveling representa- 
tive of the American Tobacco Co. and the 
Secretary of Post A, Missouri Division of the 
Travelers’ Protective Association, She lives 
with her husband and sisterina flat at 1003 
Compton avenue. 

Last night between 8 and 9 o'clock a cab 
rolled up to the drug store of J. L. Royston, 
2800 Olive street. It contained three women. 
One of them was uttering the 
most agonizing shrieks which could 
be heard fully a dozen blocks away. As the 
wheels stopped two of the} women rang 
ont and rushed intothe drugstore. The suf- 
ferer was left alone in her misery. 

Dr. Royston was in the store and he recog- 
niged one of the females as ‘fs. Anna New- 
land, the midwife. Sbe was in a very excited 
state of mind. She called the doctor one 
side and told him that she thought the 
woman in the cab had hadacriminal opera- 
tion performed on her, and she wanted im- 
mediate medical ald. 

The Newland woman went onto say that 
during that afternoon the woman in the cab, 
who was Mrs. Reamy. had called at her 
house. She had with her a large roll of bills. 
She seemed in a nervous state. Her hands 
and eyes twitched as though she had been 
under the influence of chloroform and the 
smellof whisky was on her breath. Mrs. 
Newland thought this had been taken as a 
stimulant. 

She proposed to buy a baby. She did not 
give her reasons but she said she wanted to 


get a baby and was willing to pay for it. 
Newland's story tor. 
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ewland woman refused to be seen. 
DR. BAUER’S ASSERTIONS. 

Dr. Joseph Bauer was seen this morning 
and laughed the theory of a criminal opera; 
tion to scorn. There is absolutély no 
ground for such a supposition,’’ he said in

He also stated that 
Dr. Orr gave her morphine merely to quiet 
her nerves on account of her mental ex- 
citement.

The Murderer’s Lawyers Succeed in 
Avoiding a Preliminary Hearing. 


HE WAS NOT BROUGHT INTO THE CAGE 
AS COMMON PRISONERS ‘ARE, 


* 


Whilethe Proceedings Were Going On in 
Court He Was Allowed to Remain in 
His Cell—-The Howard Woman Said to 
Fave Been Seen Last Night an St. 
Louis. 


The name of Dr. Arthur Duestrow appeared 
upon the docket fn the Court of Criminal 
Correction this morning opposite a charge of 
murder in the first degree. He 
was to have had a preliminary 
hearing upon the charge of killing his 2- 
year-old son. When the case was called, ex- 
Gov. Charles P. Johnson applied for a con- 
tinuance, which, with the expressed consent 
of ProsecutingAttorney Dierkes,was granted, 
the rehearing being reset for March 20 next. 
This really means that a preliminary exam- 
ination inthis case will not be had, as be- 
fore the date set the matter will have been 
acted upon by the Grand-jury. 

As a murderer, enjoying an income of $20,- 
000 a year, Dr. Duestrow’s treatment is very 
different from that accorded the average 
felon. His jailers on guard accord him every 
courtesy possible and everything is being 
done to render as pleasant as possible the 
confinement his butchery has rendered nec- 
essary. This morning in spite of the fact 
that his name appeared upon the docket or 
Judge Claiborne’s Court, he was not placed 
in the cage adjoining the court-room as is 
the custom, He was not to be forced to 
associate with the common herd of his 
fellow criminals for even an hour, and was 
left behind in his own cell in jail. When his 
case was called In court he was not even 
present, and the continuance was granted at 
the request of ex-Gov. Johnson, who ap- 
peared for him. 

The disposition of the case means practi- 
cally that Dr. Duestrow is safe from either 
making a plea or from being obliged 
to walve a preliminary hearing. 
Hence, witnesses haye not to be 
subpœnaed or to commit themselves to any 
particular testimony. The defense are 
saved from showing their hand in any man- 
ner, and the greatest courtesy which Prose- 
cuting Attorney Dierkes could extend, 
through the court to an accused felon, has 
been shown to Dr. Duestrow.

. WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 20.—Nobody 
knows when the tariff bill is golog into the 
Senate. The members of the committee 
themselves are in doubt as to whether the 
matter will be settled this week 
or EKO over until next week. 
After going over the whole matter 
and making a number of changes, looking at 
the question from this side and that, they 
have got back again, practically, tothe Wil- 
son bill. Even the restoration of the duty on 
coal, which had before been tacitly agreed 
upon, is now in doubt, and sugar has been 
restored to the free list. 

All the influence of the Administrationjand 
of most of the House is desired toward pre- 
serving the bill as nearly as possible in a 
shape where it can speedily be settled in 
conference, Gorman and Hill, the 
Loulsiana Senators and some of 
the others are not satisfied 


with the bill as the subcommittee has 
framed it. An effort is being made on their 
part to change the measure, and on the 
other hand the members of the committee 
are trying to secure the support of the meas- 
ure by all the Democrats in the Senate. 

Pending this little fencing everything is in 
a State of uncertainty. It bas beenthe pur- 
pose of the committee to so arrange their 
amendments tothe Wilson, bill as to secure 
the unanimous support of all the Democrats 
inthe Senate. Inthisthey have not as yet 
been successful, but they are sanguine that 
the bill, in whatever form it Is reported, will 
have sufficient strength to secure its pass- 
age.

The Detailed Report Shows That 445

An ordinary person may go aroundthere at 
almost any time ofthe day after 10 a. m. and 
find some of them sitting around and resting 
ontheir influence. Again, they have some 
eight or ten sub-stations in the Fifth 
and Sixth Districts that do not 
amount to a fly speck on a dried 
apple. These take at least two men and 
sometimes three to hold them down. Now, 
there is O' Fallon Park, Pair Grounds, Forest 
Park, Tower Grove, Cheltenham, Arsenal 
street, Virginia avenue and Lafayette Park 
that I’m certain of, andi don’t know but 
some others, where men are detailed night 
and day the year round and have abso- 
lutely nothing co do but sit on their 
influence. Again, if this curtailing of 
expenses is really necessary, why not lay 
off the latest appointments until such time 
when they will need them later on as there 
are very few meetings of the board that 
there are not some vacancies made either by 
deaths, resignation Omdismissal? But that 
is not what they want. There are some men 
that have been on the force for fifteen or 
seventeen years. They will have to be pen- 
sioned off ina short time. and by dropping 
them that ends it. Again, there are some 
men they want to get rid of for various 
reasons such as politics, etc., having trod on 
superior toes at some time or other. You see 
itis not the Commissioners who say who will 
go, but the Chief and cars. So look out, 
Mr. Man, who n ever dared 
to think differently from them 
and has taken that stand and the 
man, no matter if he is as good for nothing 
as rot, but always played in the hands of his 
superiors, he will be all right. Now, if Mr. 
Froin thinks there are some inefficient em- 
cers to be gotten rid of, wWRy not put charges 
against them and try them?’ Surely, it so, 
they can be proven. They should not let 
their push influence the board. 

„Now, again I think and every fair-minded 
person must admit, that if the Board of 
Commissioners will abolish unnecessary de- 
tails and not appoint any new men for some 
time, the force will cut itself down lower 
than they want it, and wuen a policeman 
comes before them . charged with 
being drunkg ‘fire him,“ as Gov. stone rec- 
ommended, and not let him off with a fine of 
$10 or $15 on account of the Influence that he 
has brought to bear onthem. Then they will 
cut the force down in the right way, and, in 
fact, if ali these men are let go the board wfll 
have to put on some neè men after awhile.’’

A NEEDLESS sURVIVAL. 


The radical wing of the British Liberals 
| will find no difficulty in showing that their 
demand for a campaign of extinction 
against the House of Lords is supported by 
the logic of political progress. 

| The only good thatcan be said ot the 
British aristocracy asa political force is 
that it served asaselfish but essential 
factor in the establishment of free govern- 
ment. When the people were hélpless it 
placed the power to help themselves in 
their hands. It stood between the aggres- 
sion of the kings and the people in defense 
of its own powers and privileges. But in 
wresting concessions from the throne it 
gained for the people the primary rights 
which are the foundations of English lib- 
erty and which have rendered the tri- 
umphs of Democracy in Great Britain and 
America possible. 

The beneficial function of the aristocracy 
was the checking of kingly, not popular, 
power. That function has long been use- 
less. The Lords paved the way for their 
own political destruction when they helped 
the people to get control of the throne. 
The throne is now a powerless figure-head 
wholly under subjection to the popular 
will. The fact that the House of Lords 
still retains some power is merely an evi- 
dence that democratic progress has not yet 
done its perfect workin England. Itisa 
relic of a vanished system which merely 
serves to block the wheels of popular 
government. . 

The abelition of the Upper House, as 
now constituted, is therefore demanded by 
the irresistible logic of events. It is 
doomed under the law of progress, and its 
extinction must come sooner or later—the 
earlier the better. 


CONGRESSIONAL NOMINATIONS 

The nomination of Senator White of 
Louisiana for the Supreme Judgeship was 
the shortest cut the President could take 
to get out of his difflulty with the Senate. 
The choice is probably as good as could be 
made. Senator White’s proved ability and 
legal learning, his record at the bar and 
experience on the highest bench of his 
State indicate thorough qualification for 
the place. 

But in nominating a member of Congress 
President Cleveland emphasized that lack 
of tender regard for the safeguards of leg- 
islative independence which has character- 
ized his conduct with reference to 
the legislative branch of the Govern- 
ment. The selection of Congressmen 
for official appointments is not 
forbidden by the Constitution except in 
the case of offices created or the emolu- 
ments of which have been increased during 
their terms, But the policy has been dis- 
approved by the soundest judgment of pa- 
triotic public men andis not in conson- 
ance with jealous care for the public wel- 
fare. One ef the plain objections to it 
is that ‘‘senatorial courtesy“ cuts off all 
question of fitness. 

The attitude of the founders of the Re- 
public and the framers of the Constitution 
was clearly shown to be against the policy. 
The constitutional convention adopted a 
clause making Members of Congress inel- 
igible for Federal office during their 
terms, which was amended to the present 
clause, while some of its friends 
were absent. The State ratify- 
ing conventions of New York, Virginia 
and North Carolina indorsed the orginal 
clause. In the first session of Congress a 
proposal to amend the constitution to that 
effect was passed. In the Eleventh Con- 
gress, under Madison’s Presidency, a pro- 
posed amendment making members of 
Congress ineligible for federal offices dur- 
ing the presidential term in which they 
were elected failed of getting a two-thirds 
majority of the House by only three votes. 
The same proposition was vigorously sup- 
ported in the Senate session of 1825-26 by 
the strongest members, but failed of suc- 
dees. The report of the committee to 
which it was referred is well worth careful 
perusal by all eitisens.

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A POOR PLEA. 


One of the so-called objections to the 
income tax is that it is a ‘‘Populist’’ pro- 
posal. Thisis supposed to prove its ab- 
surdity, for in the minds of those who use 
the argument no good can come out of the 
Populists, just as, 1,900 years ago, it wae 
said that no good could come out of 
Nazareth. 

But it ought to be clear to every one-that a 
movement as young as that of the People’s 
party, which can poll 1,041,000 votes in 
the first year of its organization, should 
not be treated with contempt, And no 
matter what may be thought of its doc- 
trines by the members of the older parties, 
they at least deserve respectful and cour- 
teous consideration. When 1,000,000 men 
agree on any one question, a presumption 
arises that there is some glimpse of truth 
in their belief which is entitled to careful 
study. 

But as a matter of fact the demand for 
an income tax did not originate with the 
Populists, It has been in vogue in En- 
gland for decades, and is considered the 
keystone of the British fiscalsystem. In 
America it was adopted during the civil 
war, and in spite of opposition from an in- 
terested minority was successful from the 
start. Before it was abolished in 1872 
most of the objections to it had been re- 
futed by actual practice, and had it been 
retained would probably long ago have 
been taken asa matter of course, as a tax 
of unquestionable meritand utility. It 
has the approval of the best economists 
andcommends itself tothe disinterested 
mind without much difficulty. It is be- 
cause of this that the Populists adopted it. 
They saw its merits, and, like honest men, 
asked for its enactment. 

When objections like this are urged 
against any proposal it is a pretty .clear 
sign that no respectable arguments can be 
produced. People are not captious and 
trivial except when they come to the end 
of the logical rope. The appearance of the 
‘*Populist’’ sneer at the income tax proves 
the existence of a deficit in the argumenta- 
tive treasury of its opponents.

the needtul 179 members within sight from 
the Speaker’s desk, but many of them refus- 
ing to aus wer to their names when called. 
Outside of the hall, but in the city, there 
have been enough additional members in 
favor of the bill, sothatif the friends had 
all rallied they could have put it through last 
week, It was-said to-day that there were 
fifteen free silver members in the city who 
were absent from the Capitol. 

It is not strange that under these circum- 
stances the Democrats and particularly the 
supporters of the Bland bill have been 
chafing under the rules which permit almost 
endless filibustering, particularly as they 
know from past experience that so long as 
the present rules remain unamended the Re- 
publicans will continue to compel them to 
muster a quorum for the passage of any 
measures distasteful tothe minority. 

With ex-Speaker Reed in the chair, the tac- 
tics which.now obstruct legislation were im- 
possible because of his method of recording 
the members present but not voting. The 
logic of events, so think the Republicans, 18 
forcing the Democrats toward the alterna- 
tive of resorting to these rules or acknowl- 
edging their helplessness. 

The refuge toward which Democrats are 
turning seems to be the adoption ofa rule 
for fining members who refuse to vote when 
they are present. There are two proposals 
before the House. One is thatof Journal 
Clerk Crutchfield, who some time since of- 
fered a rule for fining members the amount 
ot one day’s pay. The other was embodied 
in the resolution of Representative De Ar- 
mond of Missouri, introducedjyesterday, for 
calling the names of delinquents three times, 
then ‘summoning them before the bar of the 
House and imposing a fine of $50. 

The more thoroughly the proposition for 
fining the members is discussed the less 
favorably is it regarded because of its lack of 
practicability. Tne weak pointin this plan 
lies in the inherent good nature of the House; 
foreventhe bitterest political enemies are 
warm personal friends. There is a strong 
feeling of comradeship among the members 
of the House, which makes it unpopular and 
difficult to force any penalties. 

Judge Holman of Indiana, the father of 
the House, said of the proposal: ‘*‘I would 
like to see a rule adopted for fining members 
who refuse to vote, but lam afraid it is im- 
practicable. I have seen hundreds and hun- 
dreds of members fined, but the fines are 
never collected. The House always relents 
after the heat of the particular battle is over 
and remits the fine, so that the fines are 
dead letters. 

There is a standing rule on the books re- 
quiring the Sergeant-at- Arms to deduct a 
certain amount from the pay of absent mem- 
bers, but thisrule has never been enforced. 
One member suggests that thisrule shall be 
amended sothat whena member has failed 
torespondtohis name a certain number of 
times the Sergeant -at- arms shall be instruct- 
ed to withhold one day’s pay from his salary. 
Without definite instructions that official 
will not carry out the rule, as he has no of- 
ficial knowledge of the absence of members. 

A resolution was introduced in a former 
Congress by Mr. Bailey of Texas for fining 
absentees, but it was referred to some com- 
mittee from which it never saw the light. 

Republicans are pleased with the situation, 
because they consider it a vindication of the 
Reed rule. When ex-Speaker Reed was 
asked what he thought of the De Armond 
resolution, he replied in his usual terse man- 
ner: That is impracticable for two reasons, 
if not more. It would be rather a humiliat- 
ing spectacle to be fing members when the 
only object to be attained is to learn that 
they are present, but not voting, informa- 
tion which the Speaker could obtain if he 
would merely open his eyes. Moreover, roll- 
call would be a matter of a week moreor 
less, ifthe name of every member not vot- 
ing was called three times. And in the end 
nobody would pay tue nne. Members would 
go meekly from the bar ofthe House, not 
with a sense of loss of pocket, but of personal 


bumiliation.’’ 

Even those Democrats who are opposed to 
the Bland bill recognize the need of com- 
pulsory measures to compel members to 
vote. Representatives Cochran, Tracy and 
others said to-day that they would favor a 
rule to fine delinquents, but they realized 
that there were obstacles in the way ofits 
enforcement and wished some more effective 


means could be devised. 


PENSION VOUCHERS. 


Important Changes in the Rules for ze 
cuting Them. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 20.—General in- 
structions concerning the enforcement of 
the revised rules for executing pension 
wouchers have been sent to the various pen- 
sion agents. The most important ¢changes 
are embraced in the following provisions: 

1. The certificate must be exhibited to the 


Magistrate at the execution of each voucher. 
This shall be the first evidence of a pension- 
er's identity. When the certificate cannot 
be exhibited to the Magistrate the voucher 
may only be executed upon the exhibition of

sioner of Pensions. 
2. Permitsto execute Wouchers in the ab- 


gence of certificates may be issued by the 


Commissioner by application of the pen- 
sloner, Who shall be under oath and fully 
gtate to the sutisfaction of the Commissioner

to exhibit the certificate. 
Wuen the pensioner signs the voucher the 
certificate or the officer before whom the 
voucher is executed or in whose presence it 
is signed, shall be a sufficient test; but 
when they sign it by mark the voucher 
must be attested by the signatures of two 
witnesses in their own proper handwriting. 
But in every case the signature of the pen- 
receipt attached to the 
voucher must be attested by at least one wit- 
ess in proper handwriting. It shall be com- 
ent for the officer before whom the 
Foucher is executed to attest the signature 
of pensioner to the receipt. 
When any payment is made to the pen- 
sioner in person neither the pension agent 
mor any clerk employed by him shall appear 
asa witness in either the voucher or the 
duplicate.

DUMPED INTO THE RIVER. 


How Train Robber Hardin Made His Es- 
eape From Chester Penitentiary- 


The local authorities are more than anxious 
to geta clew tothe whereabouts of Joseph 
Sanford Hardin, the alleged Centralia (lll.) 
train robber, who yesterday affected his es- 
cape from Chester (III.) Penitentlary whence 
he was recently sent to serve a term of 
twenty years. Hardin’s career asa criminal 
is brief but brilliant. With one ot his arms 
loaded with buckshot, received in the rob-

bery, Hardin gave the officers of the 
law of three States a lively chase, and 
this, coupled with his escape, shows that he 
possesses the cunning of a smart croox. 


The details of his escape just reached the 
St. Louis authorities this morning. It seems 
that Hardin, fromthe time he stepped into 
the Penitentiary at Chester, began to cultl- 
vate the friendship of the trusty convicts, 
who were employed as cart-drivers. He be- 
came a fast friend of one of these, and yes- 
terday the cart-driver permitted him to 
jump into his vehicle and lying down on the 
bottom of the bed, the trusty driver loaded 
the cart with clay, completely covering the 
form of the train-robber. When the cart 
was loaded the trusty drove out of the gates 
of the Penitentiary and arriving at the river 
bank, where adump had been established 
for the purpose of strengthening the levee, 
Hardin was dumped with the clay down the 
embankment and into the river, and it ts 
thought that by prearrangement there was a 
skiff near at hand into wihcn he jumped and 
was rowed beyond the reach and sight of the 
authorities. 

It is more than likely Hardin will return to 
St. Louls, even riskingthe chance of veing 
captured, to see his friends. His is a strik- 
ing figure, and after reading his description 
or seeing his picture anyone could identify 
him. He is 26 years old, weighs 160 pounds, is 
5 feet 8 inches tall, is smooth-shaven, has a 
scaronthe right side of theleft handand 
his right arma is fühof shot from the elbow to 
the wrist.

ENTIRE TOWNS WIPED OUT AND INHAB- 
ITANTS BUTCHERED. 


The Thriving Little City of Tekiviama 
Now a Scene of Desclation—Houses in 
Ashesand Heediess Trunks of Men, 
Women and Childen Lying in Heaps— 
Wanton Massacre. 


LONDON,Feb. 20.—A correspondent describ- 
ing the march of the expedition under Col. 
Bliss against the Sofas in Sierra Leone and 
the engagement between the French and 
British troops near Warina gives some hor- 
rible details of the Sofa slave raids. 

In some cases entire towns have been wiped 
out and their inhabitants butchered and scat- 
tered. The once thriving town of ‘lekiviama, 
whicha few months ago had 3,000 inhab- 
itants, is now @ scene of desolation. All the 
houses arein ashes, and the headless and 
mutilated trunks of men, women and chi. 
drenarelying heaped amidtherulns. The 
stench arising from these mounds of decay- 
ing flesh was horrible. 

The route taken by the Sofas was marked 
by similar evilences of wanton massacres 
and destruction. The absence of bodtes of 
young men and women indicated that they 
were spared only to be sold into slavery. 
Col, Ellis iverated hundreds of slaves. 


The Canadian Tariff. 


Ottawa, Ontario, Feb. 20.—The Tariff 
Committee is still hard at work dall7, so that 
everything may bein shape by the time the 
House opens. Revision, itis thought will be 
mostiy inthe direction of removing anom- 
alles now existing in the tariff, as well as 
equalizing and reducing thé duties on some 
articles. 

There certainly will be no radical change 
in the system of protection of Canadian in- 
dustries instituted by the national policy. 
The delegates from the Australian colonies 
to confer with the Government with respect 
to the enlargement of trade relations be- 
tween Canada and Australia will hold a con- 
ference on June 21.

HOSPITAL BURNED. 


The Inmates Removed Without Less ef 
Life—Less About $120,000. 


ROCHESTER, N. I., Feb. 20.—While Night 
Watchman Wandell Smith was making his 
rounds at the Rochester State Hospital at 
5:30 o’clock this morning he discovered 
flames issuing from the laundry of the insti- 
tution, located inthe basement of the build- 
ingin which the unfortunatesof the State 
are confined. l 

The flames spread rapidly owing to the 
lack of water, and the dullding was de- 
stroyed. From the moment when the first 
cry of fire was given the Immates of the 
building were in a state of intense excite- 
ment. Their shouts and cries for ald were 
pitiful. 

At 6:15 o’clock the officialsof the institu- 
tion decided that the safetyof the inmates 
demanded their removal, which was accom - 
plished without loss of life. 

The burned building was a four story brick 
structure 100x70 feet in dimensions, and was 
built fifteen years ago. Dr. Howard, War- 
den of the institution, said that the ſoss 
would amount to $120,00. There is no insur- 
ance. Atthetimethe fire broke out there 
were in the buitding 220 male inmates, 213 
female inmates and 110 keeper and officials, 


HATRED OF A SUPPOSED RIVAL 


Leads to Wholesale Killings and Wound- 
ings in Texas. 

Houston, Tex., Feb. 20.—To satisfy his 
hatred of a social rival young James 
Mitchell last night killed three men 
and wounded four -other persons 


on a crowded depct platform. 
Mitchell had married a yoang woman in 
Fort Bend County and brought her here. 
She left him two months 
Kagle Laze. 
with Constable 
The latter was in Houston 
yesterday as a witness, accompanied by 
Milton Sparks and his wife and child and 
others of Eagle Lake. 

Mitchell came to the depot to meet 
relatives, and espying Sutton opened fire 
on him for supposed alienation of his 
wife’s affections. Sutton answered the fire 
but felldead after firing his second shot. 
Mitchell fired until he had emptied his pistol. 
The dead include sutton, Milton Sparks, and 
Dan Gleason, an omnibus driver. Mitchell 
also wounded Mrs. Sparks and the 
child she carried, both very seriously. 
A brother of Sparks was mor- 
tally wounded and Mrs. McDowell, an aged 
woman, received one of the bullets. She also 
may die. It is belleved that Sutton 
shot the omnibus driver, while Mitchell is 
responsibi®@ for the rest. 

Micchell’s statement, after he had been 
locked up, was to the effect that he had 
shot Sutton for interfering with his family 
affairs. He declared that Sutton had plotted 
to kill him, and that there were eight oth- 
ers in the plot. He professed to have 
no grievance against Sparks. He closed his 
statement by declaring that he was glad he 
had killed Sutton. 

It is hardly probable that the Jaybird- 
Woodpecker political vendetta of Fort Bend 
County was responsible for the bad biood 
between Mitchell and Sutton, although the 
former was connected with that bloody his- 
tory. But the tragedy of last night may fan 
the cooling embers of that feud, which 
for two years, 1868 to 1888, ar- 
rayed almost the whole population of Fort 
Bend County in opposing factions, One by one 
the leaders of both factions were ambushed 
and assassinated. The commercial interests 
of the County, one of the richest in Texas, 
were paralyzed. Everybody was forced to 
take sides, aud be for ons or the other of the 
factions, Those who d not join were or- 
dered to leave the county, and hundreds 
took their departure. At the time the Wood- 

eckers were in controlof the county’s af 
airs, nearly all the offices were filled with 
negroincumbents. One oithese ofictals,an-old 
negro, who was without education but who 
had an abundance of native ability, was in 
the habit of referring to the Democrats as 
Jaybirds. Oneof his fam ar expressions was 
„Walk about Jaybirds,” and whenever he 
wished tousea term of reproach this is what 
he would apply. From this sprung the term 
Jaybirds. Some of this faction named the 
Republicans Wood pecker},and the two pecu- 
liar titles resulted. The Woodpeckers were 
composed largely of negroes, although there 
were a good many whitesin the ranks. There 
werea few negroes with the Jaybirds, and 
therefore the war which taged between them 
could not be called a raceéconfict, 

One night the Jaybirds gave a ball in Rich- 
mond, the county seat, and issued invita- 
tions to several Woodpecters. hose invita- 
tions were turned over to a number of 
negroes, who, it Is claimed, were told to go 
to the dance and demand admittance. The 
result was six funerals occurred the next 
day, all negroes. 

To give a description of the desperate 
deeds which followed soon after this 
unfortunate circumstaasce fill 
many columns. The vendetta did 
not stop until all the leaders were 
killed and scores of tbose in the rank 
had vit the dust.“ Such men as the Terrys, 
Frosts and Gibsons were lu the war fighting 
each other. These names, although unfa- 
miliar no doubt tothe Posr-Dispatreu -read- 
ers, are well known to the people of Texas.

Proposal to Have Leed ing Commercial 
Organizations Appoint Committees to 
Seoure Permission From the Leis- 
lature for the City to Increase Its 
Bonded Indebteduess Taken 
Last Night.

The joint committee, appointed by the So- 
clety of Architects and the Society of En- 
gineers to confer to confer together upon 
the question of supplying St. Louis witha 
system ot boulevards, and to interest the 
municipal authorities and the public in its 
construction, met at the Mercantile Club last 
evening. Mr. Julius Pitzman opened the 
meeting by explaining the object which had 
brought them together. He had prepared a 
map of the city, giving the proposed boule- 
vard improvements asset out in a paper 
which heread before the Society of Arch- 


itects a few days ago. 

Mr. Pitzman said that he had spoken of the 
project to quite a number of representative 
citizens and found that the general idea was 
in favor of the improvement. The only op- 
position to be anticipated would be thought 
to come from property-holders. Whatever 
was to be done should be done at once. He 
had seen Attorney Leverett Bell, he said, 
in reference tothe best plans for securing 
means with which to carry into effect such a 
big scheme, and had been advised that the 
best thing would be to secure from the next 
meeting of the Legislature a constitutional 
amndment allowing the city to increase its 
bonded indebtedness. The proposed boule- 
vard system would cost the city at least 
$2,000,000. In Paris the boulevards had cost 
$20,000,000 and had proved the best paying in- 
vestment the city ever made, Apart from 
the boulevard question the city’s 
bonded indebtedness would have to De 
increased to allow very necessary improve- 
ments in many public buildings, the jail, the 
hospitals, etc., to be made. 

PRACTICAL WORK COMMENCED, 

Astothe planof work, Mr. Pitzman sug- 
gested that the following body be asked to 
appoint each a committee of five to work 
with the joint Committee of Architects and 


Engineers upon the matter: The Merchants’ 
Exchange, Real Estate Exchange, Mercaa- 
tile Club, Commercial Ciub, Mechanics’ 
Exchange and the Noonday Club. With rep- 
resentatives from each of these bodies the 
committee would number forty members, 
these forty to select ten more consisting of 
lawyers and capitalists, making the total 
number ofthe committee fifty in all. This 
plan was made ingthe form ofa motion and 
adopted. 

Messrs. Woodward, Pitzman and Eames 
were appointed a committee to lay the mat- 
— before the Mayor and secure his co- oper - 
ation, 

After some discussion it was decided that 
the committee should not bind itself to any 
definite system of boulevards until the big 
committee was formed. They decided, how- 
ever, to go into executive session and to 
discuss the different plans proposed in order 
to reach an agreement among themselves 
asto which would be the best and most 
feasible plan. They will meet the big com- 
mittee uncommitted to any specific plan, but 
at the same time prepared to urge the claims 
ofthe system which their experience and 
knowledge shows them would be the most 
easily attained and at the same time give 
the Dest result. 

MR. PITZMAN’S SYSNEM. 

Mr. Pitzman’s system of boulevards, as 
presented to the Society of Architects, was 
embodied in his paper in the following 


words: 

If the city would continue Twelfth street, 
wich is 150 feet wide between Market street 
and Washington avenue, northwardly in the 
same wiath to Cass avenue and southwardly 
to Park avenue, then westwardly to Lafay- 
ette Park and Jefferson avenue, which 1s 
120 feet wide; then by another ordinance 
establish a boulevard along Market street 
from Twelfth to Jefferson avenue dy con- 
demning the lots onthe north side of Market 
street and extending to the alley, making a 
new boulevard 148 feet wide, then and in 
that event could the work on the foundation 
be considered well under way. The new 
City Hall, with its public square around it, 
the Four Courts and fine massive 
bridge, with abutments ornamented with 
statuary, over the tracks, would furnish in- 
teresting features and would make Twelfth 
street boulevard, for many years to come, 
the most avallable place for theaters, hotels 
and magnificent stores, etc., and would give 
us a grand promenade. The Market street 
boulevard proposed might easily be con- 
tinued west and coanected with the Forest 
Park boulevard.“

The twenty-fifth anniversary of the inven- 
tion of post-cards was celebrated yesterday 
at Vienna.

newspapers to a half penny. But in the ear 
before that an Austrian named Dr. Emanuel 
Herman, who is still alive, invented the 
ost-card, and it was introduced in Austria- 
ungary.

SHELBY’S STILL 
—— 5 


How He and Senator Harris Made Pine - 
epple Erandy. 


From the Washington Post. 

At the close of the late war Gen. Joe Shelby 
led a column of 1,500 men into Mexico and 
remained there nearly two years. Among 
his comrades were Gen. Sterling Price of 
Missouri and Senator Isham Harris of Ten- 
nessee. 

In the fall of 1865 these gentlemen engaged 
quarters in Cordova, a small town inthe 


State of Vera Cruz, Mexico, on account of the 
salubrity of the climate and the cheapness of 
everything necessary to hold soul and body 
together. Pineapples were abundant and 
se:ling for 25 cents a bushel; bananas could 
be bought for 12 cents. Beef and mutton 
could be bought exceedingly cheap, but 
there was one thing lacking. Spirits were 
scarce and bard to obtain at any price. 

One evening Gen. Price incidentaily men- 
toned that, like all true Virginians, he had 
Some knowledge of managing a still, ' and 
suggested that in view of the profusion of 
piueapples if a still could be procured it 
would be comparatively easy to produce an 
excellent grade of pineapple brandy. 

The idea struck Gen. Shelby with such force 
that he agreed to make a requisition for the 
desired stillifthere was such a thing asa 
still in the town. Accompanied by his colored 
boy Gen,. Shelby made a seareh all over Cor- 
dova, and finally succeeded in discoveringa 
small still of ten gallons capacity, with Which 
they returned triumphantly to the house. 
They found Gen. Price and Senator Harris 
looking out of the window witb considerable 
anxiety, but when they saw how handsomely 
Shelby’s requisition had been rewarded their 
faces brightened and both the General and 
his stin“ came in for a hearty welcome. 

The still was svonsetup. Chopping up the 

ineapples with bran and other ingredients 

or ferinentation, only a short time passed 
until they had produ¢ed a superior quality of 
very palatable 1 brandy, and from 
that time until the party left Cordova, over 
seven months, that still was never allowed 
to get cold. Their quarters became the rec- 
Ognized seat of hospitality for every Con- 
federate and Union soldier and, indeed, for 


every American in that whole region.

Must Avoid Alcohol While 
Training. 


Sir B. W. Richardson in Longman’s Magazine. 
Abstinence from hurtful things in eating 
and in orinking is the first of these attri- 
butes, and it cannot be easily overvalued. 
The trainer knows this la all cases where he 
is preparing his pupils for actual contests. 
In some polnts trainers aiffer, but there 1s a 
point on which those whose opinſon is worth 
any value do not differ. All good trainers 
and all good cempetitors agree on the rule 


that abstinence from alcoholic fluids and 
beverages is absolutely necessary. lam my- 
self an abstainer because by being one Iam 
stronger, lighterand better the if l wers 
not, and can get through much se, mental 
und physical, with ease and pleasure, Ialso 
teach the practice of abstinence unhesitat- 
ingly and boldly for the personal reasons 
named and formany other reasons resting 

on scientific data. 

But this does not influence me in what Iam 
now teaching. Athileticism is an exceptional 
practice, and if 1 felt that alcoholic flulds 
would, as drinks, help the athlete under any 
circumstances, I would say, use them excep- 
tionally, just as I might say in cases of dis- 
ease. No, what influences me is an experi- 
ence I gained long before I became an ab- 
Stainer. 1] knew the value of abstinence dur- 
ing the period of training and the danger of 
indulgence. Drink, if you must, uptothe 
time you commence to train; begin to drink 
again so soon as your contest is over, if you 
will, but so long as you are in course of prep- 
aration touch not the hurtful tuing; it will 
be sure to undermine all the qualities on 
which you depend for success, It wili injure 
your precision, your decision, your presence 
or mind and your endurance, 

Ihe famous trainer who taught me the 
four qualities put me up to that. He was 
not well when he was himself preparing for 
u great race, and finding him below par in 
the matter of circulatury power, I advised 
him to indulge ina little alcohol to help him 
through. He resented this at once. It 
would take away every chance, as it did in 
the case of ene of his opponents. Weston 
gave the same testimony. When he walked 
400 miles in five days he abstained totally; 
when he walked the 5,000 miles in 100 days he 
abstained totally, and when be walked his 
long and uninterrupted course from 
Brighton to London he assured me that a 
single glass of sherry or nip of brandy 
would reduce his activity. He was not rey- 
ularly anabstainer. When he was at liberty 
he enjoyed as a luxury a glass of wine or a 
tumbier ofale, but when he was In compe- 
tition it was absolutely necessary for him to 
refrain altogether.

Malvern W. Cresworth, an English mining 
man, well known throughout Southwest 
Mexico, arrived here from a long overland 
journey through the Sierra Madre Mountains, 
his starting point being Culican, near the Pa. 
cific Coast, inthe State of Simaioa. He claims 
to have discovered a large and beautiful 
deserted city.

AN INFERNAL-MACHINE DISCOVERED IN 
HOTEL DE L’ ESPERANCE. 


— — 


The Authorities Handling It Verr Gir- 
gerly, Fearing Another Casualty— 
Both Bombs Supposed to Have Been 
Placed by the Same Individual—A 
Letter to the Prefect of Pol ce. 


PARIS, Feb. 20.—The city of Paris has been 
startled by another bomb explosion and, 
following closely upon the outrage at the 
Hotel Terminus, this new evidence of an- 
archistic activity causes considerable ex- 
citement. The details of the affair, as 
reported by the police up to the hour this 
dispatch is sent, are as follows: 

Aman of suspicious appearacce recently 


hired a furnished room ina small tenement 
or hotel of a modest description, sitvated at 
No. 69 Rue St. Jacques. Sofarascanbe as- 
certained the sus pletous- loos ing tenant dis. 
appeared on or about Monday, and ashe dia 
not return last night, the proprietor of the 
hotel, Mme. Calabresi, knocked at the door 
and finally threatened to break down the 
door unless it was opened. Mme. Calabresi, 
however, delayed carrying out her intention 
to enter the apartment until 1:30 this morn- 
ing, when she again tried to open the door, 
this time employing force, 

While engaged in this task the landlady 
became aware that something had caught in 
the open door, and upon closer examination 
she found that it was, toall appearances, a 
bombor an infernal machine. Mme. Cala- 
bresi ran away from the door in alarm and 
called her husband, who, after making an 
inspection ofthe supposed bomb, called a 
police who promptly, but unwisely, put his 
shoulder to the door and burst it open, 

This caused the bomb, shaped like a sar- 
dine box of the largest size, to fall to the 
floor, where it exploded, inflicting terrible 
imjuries upon Mme, Calibresi, slightly 


wounding her husband, fracturing the leg of | 


M. Isael, a commission agent, and wounding 
his wife, who accompanied him. 

As soon as the policeman recovered from 
the shock which he had sustained from the 
explosion he sent for assistance and Mme. 
Calibresi, her husband, M. and Mme. Isael 
and others who were slightly wounded were 
taken to the Hotel Dieu, thetfamous hospital 
of Paris. In addition to those at first re- 
ported wounded it was later learned that an 
uncle of Mme. Calibresi was wounded se- 
verely by a bullet from the bomb which 
passed almost through his body. 

The police, as usual are maintaining great 
secrecy at No. 69 Rue St. Jacques. The place 
this morning is in the hands of the police, 
who are making a thorough investigation. 

According to one theory, the bomb was 
placed where it was found by an Anarchist 
lodger, who hada personal grudge against 
M.and Mme. Calibresi, and who was aware 
that they would force open his door as soon 
as they became convinced that he had ats. 
appeared or that something was wrong in- 
side the apartment. 

The explosion caused much damage in the 
tenement, blowing out the windows, crash- 
ing down the plastering and doing other in- 
jury ofa similar nature. 

This afternoon there wasarenewal of the 
excitement caused by the finding of another 
bomb. This time there was no explosion. 
The second bomb was foundin the Hotel de 
L,’Esperance, on the Rue du Faubourg st. 
Martin. It was found at 11:30a. m., and was 
similarin shape and make to that one which 
exploded early this morninginthe hotel on 
the Rue St. Jacques. 

The bomb of the Hotel de L’Esperance was 
foundina manner similar to that which 
caused the discovery and explosion of the 
first one this morning. Inthe last case, 
however, the bomb did not explode, and, 
upon being found, the authorities were sent 
for, and it was safely taken tothe Municipal 
Laboratory, where it will be examined. 

The police are of the opinion that the bomb 
which exploded this morning in the Rue St. 
Jacques and the bomb found later ia the 
Hotel de L’Esperance were placed there by 
the same person; but it is dificult to under- 
stand the motive of this person if 
the police theory is correct, as 
both these hotels are small tenement 
like places, frequented almost entirely by 
workmen, and itis not likely that the An- 
archists would attempt to injure this class of 
people. 

The more reasonable supposition is that the 
two bombs left in the two hotels mentioned 
were either placed there by some crank or 
else they were experimental affairs, which 
* being tested by one or more Anarch- 
sts. 

Additional investigation into the bomb 
scares of to-day show that the Prefect of Po. 
lice received a letter signed ‘‘Ravally,’’ 
which said that a bomb had been placed in 
the Hotel de L’Esperance. Upon receipt of 
the letter, according to the story, the police 
were dispatched to the hotel mentioned and 
succeeded in finding the bomb referred to 
above. 

The Secretary ofthe Municipal Laboratory 
was sent for to supervisethe transporta- 
tion of the bomb to the laboratory, 
but the latest news from the hotel 
is that the Secretary and the police 
officers were afraid to touch the bomb and 
were deliberating as tothe best means to 
take to remove it without causing an explo- 
sion. Some were in favor of soakingthe!lbomb 
in a bucket of water, but nobody appeared 
willing todo this. Others advised playing 
water upon it from a hose; but this plan was 
not adopted, as it was feared that it would 
cause the bomb to move and thus explode, 

It is asserted that ‘*Ravally’’ was the name 
given by the suspicious looking indl- 
vidual who rented the room in 
the Rue St. Jacques, where the 
explosion took place this morning. 
According to another account ‘‘Ravally’’ 
wrote to Police Commissary Dresch, who 
arrested Ravachol, the executed anarchist, 
saying that he, Ravally, intended to com 
mit suicide at the Hotel de L’Esper- 
ance, and the writer supposed 
to have intended that the bomb 
should explode when the Commissary 
opened the door, but still, according to this 
version ofthe affair, the bomb fell tothe 
floor when the door was opened and failed to 
explode.

RIGHT TO SUE FOR DAMAGES. 


A Woman’s Suit Against a New York 
Raiiway Springs a New Point. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—The suit brought by 
Miss Agnes S. Lyon for damages against the 
Manhattan Elevated Railroad Co. may prove 
to be a test case and serve as a precedent for 
the decision of suits of a similar nature. Miss 
Lyon had her spine injured in a collision on 
the Ninth avenue elevated line in October, 
1892,and sued the company for $30,000 damages. 


The case is nowin the courts. The young 
lady. it is claimed by her attorneys, sup- 
ported by the statements of her physicians, 
was so seriously Injured inthe collision that 
she was still unadle to leave her room. The 
case is being tried before Judge Pryor. The 
attorneys for the rafllroad company on Satur- 
day last submitted a motion that Miss Lyon 
should by order of the Court submit toa 
physical examination before the court or 
before a referee previous to bringing action, 

Judge Pryor held that the State law on this 
point is mandatory, and he appointed a 
referee to witness the examination. Miss 
Lyon’s lawyers claim that the law under 
which the Court ordered the examination 
of their client Is unconstitutional, 

In his argument against the issuing of the 
order, Attorney Smith said: 

„Article 14 says that no State shall make or 
enforce a law which abridges the privileges 
ofacitizenof the United States, nor shall 
any State deprive any person of life or 
liberty or property without due process of 
law. Now, it has been held that itis a privi- 
lege and an immunity of a citizen that 
he may sue in the courts of his State, 
The Legislature cannot make a law which
